The Direct Approach 


FOR THE FIRST TIME SINCE 
the French boycott of European 
Common Market meetings last July, 


the ECM has moved to reach the 
French peopie directly in an attempt 
to convince them they have power- 
ful economic incentives to keep the 
community alive. 

Two reports widely distributed 
by the ECM last weekend were writ- 
ten in a way which tends to counter 
President de Gaulle’s vehement ob- 
jections to France surrendering any 
of its autonomy in favor of the 
European Community organization. 


The first, aimed at French busi- 
ness, points out that private spend- 
ing on plants and machinery in the 
ECM has been sluggish in recent 
months despite a pickup in indus- 
trial production generally. “Tt is not 
clear,” the report from Brussels 
said, “how far uncertainty over the 
Common Market's future is already 
casting a shadow in thi's area.” 
Since this is the first time that the 
ECM has even hinted officially at 
a link between the boycott by 


France and slowing economic ac- 
tivity, the message is not likely to 
be misunderstood. 

The second ECM document is 
aimed at French farmers and points 
out’ that since the organization’s 
beginning, France has increased 
agricultural exports to the other 
five ECM members by 250 per cent. 
In terms of farm products which 
the ECM directly regulates the jump 
has been even more spectacular, 450 
per cent. 

In a small way these messages 
from Brussels to Frenchmen could 
have some influence on the French 
presidential election since President 
de Gaulle can be clearly seen as the 
only real opponent to ending the 
ECM deadlock. However, there is 
also the possibility that Charles de 
Gaulle—almost a sure winner in the 
election — will resent this interfer- 
ence by the Brussels group enough 
to make things even tougher. 
French industry and agriculture are 
almost solidly in favor of the Com- 
mon Market; but they are almost 
solidly in favor of De Gaulle as well. 


Round and Round They Go

difference between the North Am- 
ericans-and the Japanese over the 
area in which Japan should abstain 
from fishing. 

Once more the Americans, no 
doubt speaking for the Canadians 
also, have pointed to the danger of 
depleting to a serious, perhaps 
critical, extent some well-established 
fisheries. Once more Japan has de- 
clared unacceptable the fishing limit 
imposed on the country by the 
origina] treaty—-westward from the 
175th meridian. 

While these points are being re- 
peated by the countries which were 
partners to the original North 
Pacific treaty, Russian fleets move 
to the border of, if not inside, the 
Canadian 12-mile fishing limits. 

The Russians may not be fishing 
for the particular species covered 
by the Canadian-American-Japa- 
nese treaty. Their physical presence 
close to Canada’s shores — even if 
they seek other types of fish — 


shows their easy access to North 
Pacific high seas fisheries of any 
type. They are not “fenced out” by 
treaty. ; 

The resulting situation makes 
little sense. As Mapan and the 
North Americans discuss the ques- 
tion of “fencing off” certain areas, 
the gate is left wide open to the 
Soviets. 

Perhaps it is time to seek from 
the delegates to the North Pacific 
Fisheries Commission meetings a 
frank announcement of the com- 
promise which must be reached— 
along with plans to make a renewed, 
or entirely new, pact applicable to 
all nations which can and do fish 
the North Pacific. 

Sooner or later the three nego- 
tiating nations, Canada, the United 
States and Japan will have to get 
off the merry-go-round. The sooner 
they do, and seek a broader inter- 
national conservation agreement 
which will preserve necessary 
stocks, the more acceptable will 
be their respective positions. Mere 
repetition of the old arguments 
serves little purpose. 


Our Schools Need More 


E GREATER VICTORIA 

School Board has presented an 
unpleasant fact to this community: 
the amount of money approved last 
year for the school building pro- 
gram is not enough. 

To do the job already authorized 
by the 1964 referendum, $1,729,734 
more is required. The board asks 
the citizens to authorize the addi- 
tional sum-by an affirmative vote 
on the issue next December 11. 

A simple explanation is given by 
the trustees for the difference be- 
tween what seemed sufficient a little 
more than a year ago and what is 
now required: Construction costs 
haye gone up. Tenders for the dif- 
ferent units have been higher than 
the estimates.” 

Under different circumstances, 
two alternatives would lie before the 
voters. They might approve the 
raising of additional funds or they 


might vote no and tell the trustees 
to cut their suit to fit the cloth, The 
second alternative, in fact, is un- 
realistic. There is no margin for 
cutting. If the referendum is not 
passed next month, needed accom- 
modation will not be provided. A 
substantial number of the com- 
munity’s children will be short- 
changed. 

As the situation stands it will 
be necessary for the community to 
borrow the extra money. A commit- 
ment has already been made. It 
can be honored only by the pro- 
vision of additional funds. Unless it 
is honored the reasonable expecta- 
tion of all young people to enjoy 
equal opportunities for an educa- 
tion will be denied. 

The assurance by the provincial 
government of its readiness to pro- 
vide its share of the costs shows 
official appreciation of the need.

It is very doubtful, however, that a 
government could last for long with noth- 
ing more to sustain it than a bare ma- 
jority scraped together by a few conces- 


‘sions and long-distance telephone calls. 


A minority Parliament so ruled would 
would be an uneasy Parliament likely to 
be swayed by sudden gusts of opinion. 
Ministers must often be absent; mem- 
bers may miss divisions through illness; 
pairs are not easily arranged. A sudden 
vacaney at any time might destroy the 
illusion of security. 


Overhaul Time 


Mr. Pearson has no choice’ now but 
to reconstruct a ministry which has 
suffered losses and has been rebuffed 
in its bid for a parliamentary majority. 
The real question is: will it be essential- 
ly a patch-up job or a thorough-going 
reconstruction?

Voice of Conciliation 


United Nations security council's 
emergency session on Southern Rho- 


public debate by the 
council members, and 
by the numerous other 
UN members allowed 
to participate, have 
by now set out the two 
conflicting posi i 
repetitious detiail. 

On one hand, the white Western corm- 
munity of nations supports the measures 
proposed by Britain to counter Southern 
Rhodesia’s unilateral declaration of in- 
dependence. On the other hand, the non- 
white community of nations deride the 
Britis! measures and demand a tougher 
policy, including force if needed. 


The voice of conciliation was raised 
during the session’s first five meetings 
by a member of an “in between’”’ group, 
Latin America. Dr. Hector Paysse Reyes 
of Uruguay, Latin America’s spokes- 
man on the present council, acknowledged 
that the vehemence of African delegates 
was understandable since they had con- 
tinually and correctly warned the UN on 
what was going to happen in Southern 
Rhodesia. But the voices of Britain and 
the great powers must now also be heard. 


Argument By Uruguay 


The veto in the hands of Britain and 
the other four permanent members of 
the 11-member Security Council requires 
that the unanimity of the big powers not 
be disturbed. For that reason Uruguay 
would not support the African demand 
for the use of armed force at this time. 


Dr. Paysse Reyes was in effect accept- 
ing British Foreign Secretary Michael 
Stewart’s warning against paralyzing 
council action by “discussing impossibili- 
ties’’ — pressuring Britain into putting 
down Mr. Ian Smith’s rebellion by force. 
Uruguay had suggested to the British 
delegation changes in the British reso- 
lution now before the council, calling for 
UN support of British policy. These 
changes would take into account provis- 
ions of the African draft resolution also 
before the council, calling for militant 
action. 

This is of course the usual path of com- 
promise, the signs are that Africans are 
listening. A suggestion made publicly by 
Dr, Paysse Reyes and privately by others 
was to extend Britain’s economic and 
financial measures into a universal and 
total economic and financial blockade 


against Southern Rhodesia. A decision 
to blockade could be made compulsory 
on all UN members under article 49 of 
the UN charter. According to Dr. Paysse 
Reyes, a blockade, by avoiding military 
action, would prevent Rhodesian Africans 
from becoming ‘‘cannon fodder.” It would 
not cause hunger to the Africans, who 
already live austerely, but it would 
strangle the privileged white minority. 

Britain has displayed no liking for a 
total blockade, on the ground that loop- 
holes tend to appear when such action is 
attempted. Britain has proposed only 
measures which it can guarantee, To the 
distress of Africans, Britain has avoided 
calling for an all-important off embargo. 
British spokesmen_say this is_ because 
Britain has not the power to ensure its 
effectiveness, as it hs the power to stifle 
sales of the Rhodesian tobacco crop. 
Africans’ Opinion . — 

Africans doubt that a total economic 
blockade would in fact avoid military 
action. They believe any blocade may be 
nullified by aid given white Rhodesians 
by Portugal and South Africa. To be 
effective, they say, it would require mili- 
tary sealing of the Rhodesian frontiers. 
(South Africa on Monday refused a coun- 
cil request to appear before it to state its 
policy, on the ground that the issue was 
one of “exclusively domestic concern in 
which the United Nations was not com- 
petent to intervene.” Africans regarded 
this as ominous.) 

Africans feel that as things stand, Mr. 
Smith has won a seeming victory con- 
cealed by the practiced subtleties of Brit- 
ish diplomacy. They are crying out for 
“responsible” —. meaning British—action 
to decisively crush the rebellion because 
they believe that, in its absence, irrespon- 
sible action will be taken. They do not 
really expect communist troops to join 
an African’ call to arms. (Nor do coun- 
tries like Zambia and Malawi want them 
—they feel Red troops would be easier 
to get in than to get out.) Despite their 
protestation of African unity, they also 
doubt that their own countries can mount 
an effective joint action. 

What they fear is a reign of terror in 
Southern Rhodesia. The white population 
is pitifully small in comparison with the 
black population, The white army could 
not be nearly as effective as South 
Africa’s against a true national guerrilla 
uprising. Terror would strike white and 
black alike; one of its chief manifesta- 
tions would be physical coercion of blacks 
themselves by their leaders. The first 
signs of black resistance will lead to white 
repression, which will set off an escalat- 
ing cycle. This is the dismal pattern of 
Mau Mau and Algeria.

Curbs Democraty

RAZIL’s revolutionary government 
has moved in decisive and immod- 
erate fashion to maintain itself in power. 
It took action, according to President 
Castelo Branco, so that it could con- 
tinue to carry out its admittedly un- 
popular but necessary economic reforms. 
But in abolishing all political parties, in 
packing the Supreme Court, in expand- 
ing the power of the military, and in 
declaring that the next president will be 
elected by indirect means, the govern- 
ment is destroying the democratic insti- 
tutions essential for real participation in 
Brazil’s economic recovery. 

Until now, Castelo Branco has re- 
sisted hard-line elements in the army 
and in the business community who were 
prepared to destroy budding democracy 
in Brazil. His explanation for succumb- 
ing to. their demands now is that the 
government was threatened by followers 
of the deposed Goulart regime. This is 
as dubious as the claim that the revolu- 
tion took power originally to forestall a 
Communist coup. The opposition is 
strong, but it is rallying behind Juscelino 
Kubitschek, the charismatic leader of 
the Social Democrats, and not behind 
the discredited Jango Goulart. In the 
recent state elections, the Kubitschek 
forces scored a series of victories that 
reflected the extent of the nation’s dis- 
content. 

Castelo Branco had a choice. He 
might have attempted to placate the 
democratic opposition; he elected in- 
stead to accept the dictates of the ex- 
tremists. He hopes that this new step 
in the revolution will give the nation a 
period of “tranquillity” in which to carry 
out ‘economic rehabilitation. But it is 
far more likely that the government's 
authoritarian powers will foster more 
resentment and unrest and thus under- 
mine the prospects for internal develop- 
ment. 

So Brazil's essentially middle class 
and democratic revolution, which once 
seemed so promising in its aims and its 
actions, is turning away from democ- 
racy. To be sure, Brazil's inflation- 
racked economy needs to be rehabili- 
tated. But Brazil is basically rich in 

je and resources, while her demo- 
cratic institutions have been traditionally 
weak. The revolutionary government 
could have tried to bolster democracy 
even if it meant some slowing down of 
economic reforms. In deliberately turn- 
ing against democracy, it also jeopard- 
izes Brazil's economic rehabilitation.

| End of the Canadian Game

. The difficulties of the Canadian nationalist 
who stews about American pressures are not 
confined to the political and the economic 
sphere. 

A prize example is the 
resurgence of concern over 
the future of Canadian foot- 
ball. . This is restricted so 
far to enthusiasts for sport 
and the game itself but the 
dilemma is symbolic, even 
typical, of the gropings in 
more august activities. 

There’s a similarity be- 
tween the “‘import’’ quota & 4 
and restrictions in football Fisher 
and the Time-Reader’s Digest situation in 
periodical publishing or the Board of Broadcast 
Governors’ 55 per cent Canadian content ruting. 
How does the small group activity survive with 
any distinctiveness against the pressures, 
mainly indirect and casual, of a much larger 
group? 

The problem of the Canadian Football 
League in 1965 has become clearer because of 
a disbalanced Eastern division which provided 
inferior sporting entertainment.

Very Troubling 


That question can be very

Found After I] Years

WASHINGTON — A signifi- 

cant number of Marshall Is- 
landers are only now—11 years 
later—beginning to show thy- 
roid gland damage after being 
accidentally drenched with ra- 
dioactive fallout from an Am- 
erican H-bomb test in the Pa- 
cific. : 
The finding of latent. dam- 
age, according to the govern- 
ment doctor in charge of 
treating the islanders for thy- 
roid damage, means that 
atomic experts now see an in- 
creased hazard from short- 
lived radioactive debris. This 
is the kind of fallout, such as 
radioactive iodine, that occurs 
mostly near an atomic blast 
and gets into the human body 
through food and drink. 

Moreover, said Dr. Robert 
Conrad in a telephone inter- 
view, there is some evidence 
that fallout damage to the thy- 
roid gland might also be the 
cause of an observed stunting 
among some of the children 
exposed to the fallout.

Dr. Conrad is the leader of 
a medical survey team that 
commutes between Brook- 
haven National Laboratory on 
Long Island and Rongelap Is- 
land in the Marshalls. The 
team’s most recent report to 
the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion is being circulated to 
members of the Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Atomic 
Energy. . 

What these reports show is 
this: 

Between March and October 
of this year 10 new cases of 
thyroid abnormalities have 
been found among the 82 
Rongelap natives who were 
exposed to fallout in the first 
week of March, 1954. This 
brings to 18, the total number 
of the 82 fallout<irenched na- 
tives who show thyroid gland 
abnormalities. 

Most of the abnormalities 


are thought to be benign tu- 
mors. But at least-one has 
turned out to be a cancer of 
the thyroid gland. 

Significantly, in a control 
group of Rongelap natives who 
escaped the 1954 fallout—in- 
cluding some near relatives 
of those not as lucky—there 
has been no evidence of thy- 
roid disease. 

Six of the thyroid victims 
have undergone successful 
operations. Three, with benign 
tumors, underwent surgery at 
the U.S. Naval Hospital on 
Guam in 1964. Three others, 
two with benign tumors and 
one with a cancerous thyroid 
gland, underwent surgery at 
the Lahey Clinic in Boston in 
July of this year after tests 
at Brookhaven. 

x * * 

Dr. Conrad said he was 
hopeful that additional cases 
of thyroid tumors among the 
exposed natives can be avert- 
ed through treatment with a 
synthetic thyroid hormone now 
being given to the islanders. 
It is believed the hormone can 
arrest the development of the 
tumors and possibly even 
cause their regression. 

The Brookhaven medical | 
scientist also is anxious to 
learn whether the hormone 
treatment will have any effect 
on the apparent link between | 
radiation -damaged thyroids 
and the retarded growth seen 
among some of the exposed 
children. 

In Dr. Conrad’s view, the 
emphasis hitherto given to the 
immediate and external ef- 
fects of radiation now must 
be balanced with a new ap- 
preciation for the latent, in- | 
ternal effects that can be | 
caused by radioactive mater. | 
ials, such as radioiodine, that | 
gets into the body.

Answer: As a youngster, I used to practice shooting by 
the hour at the side of our house, I didn’t have any nets. I'd 
get a nice level piece of ground or use a piece of cardboard 
or wood from which to shoot. 

: I had a lot of targets.. I could pick out any one shingle to 
shoot_at, I didn't realize at the time how I was developing 
my accuracy. 

When we’re practicing shooting at Olympia, many players 
-will be wide of the net. I don’t think there’s any great trick 
to hitting the middle of the net.

._..When we shoot from the point, we try and hit the post. 
When we were warming up before a game, I know Terry Saw- 
chuk, now the goalie for Toronto, enjoyed it when some of the 
older fellows were shooting because they shot for the corners.

Red China Artists Adhere to the Old Ways 


ART UNAFFECTED BY COMMUNISM 


By PAT DUFOUR 


Red China, with her new 
ideology and leaders. seems to 
have disearded all of the old 
traditions but one, that of her 
art work. 

Theartisans and painters of 
that country appear untouched 
- by the revolutionary swing to 
communism, continuing to 
carve their jade and ivory 
pieces in the old way and form 
and creating the same delicate 
water colors that have charm- 
ed art lovers for year’s. 

A visit to Norma MacDon- 
ald's gallery in the Century 
Inn which had its official open- 
ing. this week offers ample evi- 
dence of this fact in the many 
treasures’ that Mrs. MacDon- 
ald managed to bring back 
with her when she recently re- 
turned from Red China. 

None of the pieces or paint- 
ings reflect a propaganda tinge 
and Mrs. MacDonald reports 
that the work of the present 
artists and carvers remains 
true to the old style and work- 
manship. 

Mrs. MacDonald visited Can- 
tor, and Peking during her re- 
cent trip and was delighted 
with the reception she _ re- 
ceived as a Canadian. 

“As soon as people learned 
I was a Canadian, they greet- 
ed me with open arms. Both 
young and old told me about 
Dr. Norman Bethune. They ab- 
solutely revere this Canadian 
who died in a Chinese village 
at 49.after spending years try- 
ing to help their people, 

‘There's a beautiful shrine 
raised in his honor there and 
I didn't meet a single person 
who failed to bring up his 
name.” 

Although the new regime has 
Jeft Red China's culture un- 
touched, Mrs, MacDonald, re- 
ports that the cult of ancestor 


worship seems to have van- 
ished, 3 

“The Chinese seem to. be 
able to dismiss death without 
pangs. They bury their dead 
in the fields and all that marks 
the burial place is a mound 
of earth. They don't even re- 
turn to visit the grave.”’ . 

Marriage, too, has been 
affected. “Arranged mar- 
riages are now~a thing of 
the past. The young people 
are encouraged to mix and 
not enter into marriage un- 
til they're 25. Birth control 
is advocated, as are small 
families.” 

Mrs. MacDonald reports 
that the Chinese seem to be 
happy in their new way of 
life. “There's a terrific sense 
of sharing. This is well ex- 
emplified in the manner in 
which new buildings, such 
as the People’s Great Hall 
in Peking, are built. 

“Everyone is encouraged 
to take part. It’s usual to 
donate a day’s work to the 
project, making bricks, mix- 
ing cement or some other 
physic..] labor. Their leaders, 
too, do this. It’s most com- 
mon to hear people pass a 
building and say, “I helped 
to build that one”. There's 
a wonderful note of pride 
and achievement in this 
phrase,”” 

In her new venture, Mrs. 
MacDonald hopes to special- 
ize in Oriental art. As well 
as Red China, she also visit- 
ed Japan, Hong Kong and 
Korea. 

She's brought back some 
pottery from Korea that art 
lovers are bound to be inter- 
ested in. There’s Korean 
celadon, pottery made to put 
in the graves of people who 
died in the 12th century. 
These graves have now been 
opened and their treasures
